The run made by a storage battery 


tram car between 
New 
York and 


Boston recently is valuable evidence 
cf the fact that the storage battery 
is advancing. 
The streets of every 
city are filled 
with 
electric 
run­ 
abouts, 
light 
and 
heavy 
electric 
trucks, all of 
them 
propelled by 
stored electricity. 
And 
the site of 
one of them stalled through failure 
of current, is a very rare one, when 
the number is considered. Improve­ 
m ents in battery are constantly de­ 
creasing the weight 
and increasing 
the range, as well as 
reducing 
the 
proportionate expense. 
Though still 
far behind the gasoline motor in ap­ 
parent economy, the storage battery 
has taken a place from 
which 
for 
certain uses, it shows no danger of 
being displaced. 
The era of electric storage is ap­ 
proaching, no doubt. 
The 
run be­ 
tween the two cities w as made with­ 
out a hitch, only 
two 
stops being 
made for recharging. The range of 
the c ar on one charge is 120 miles, 
aud the speed attained by it, deinon- 
itra te d on this trip, is 40 miles an 
tour. At Boston the car was deliver­ 
ed to the New York Central, which 
will use it in suburban service. 
It 
ic estimated that the cost of running 
such a car is 16 c en ti a 
mile, 
as 
com pared with $1 a mile for the av­ 
erage steam train car. The cost of 
sd pping and starting it is unappre- 
ciable, w hereas, it is claaimed that it 
cests $r> to stop and start a steam 
train. With a range of 120 
mile, 
it 
can make ten trip on a suburban run 
of the average length, or half a day s 
run at least without recharging. 
It 
can bo recharged in an hour. Avaall- 
able in places where the trolley can 
not be used, it is bound to have its 
implication widened and 
its useful­ 
ness developed 
by 
the progressive 
genius of invention, just 
as 
there 
have been 
developments 
in

Sheep Thrive Much Better W hen Their 
Sk in s 
Are 
Clean— Good 
Dip

Dipping is essential to 
good flock 
management. 
No farmer should 
at­ 
tempt to raise sheep without planning 
to dip them at least annually and in 
most cases twice a year, according to 
the advice of ll. E. Allen of the Indi­ 
ana Agricultural college. When sheep 
are brought to the farm from other 
flocks, and 
especially 
when 
trans-

I never think of catch 
ing a train until I am absolutely cor 
tain that nothing whatever can pos 
sibly detain me. 
Many a time, when I 
had hoped to get away I have lost a 
day for five minutes’ additional con­ 
versation. but I never lose my temper 
on that account.

The large swelling that occasionally 
appears in front of the knees of cat­ 
tle, particularly old cows, is properly 
known as hygroma. It is usually filled 
with a watery or straw-colored fluid. 
Opening or other surgical operation 
is not advisable except by a compe­ 
tent 
veterinarian. 
These swellings 
u s u a lly do no harm and most of the 
cases are most wisely left alone. 
For ringworm on calves or other do­ 
mestic animals, give a good scrubbing 
with stiff brush, soap and water; then 
apply tincture of iodine and glacial 
acetic acid iii equal parts. Use a small 
brush for the medicine and be care­ 
ful, especially when working near the 
eyes. Apply twice a day for the first 
two days, and then once daily. 
Cough among the hogs may be due 
to very dusty quarters. 
With young 
hogs it is frequently due to minute 
thread-like worms in 
the 
bronchial 
tubes. A soft, hacking cough is a very 
common symptom of

cholera. 
Hogs also have the common forms of 
bronchitis and pneumonia,

hogs, coughs and lung troubles, aside

io n Herewith by Which Fewer 
Post Are Required.

Too much importance cannot 
be 
given to the selection of pure grass 
seed, for there is no greater failure or 
disappointment in farm management 
than to fail to secure a good stand of 
grass or clover. 
Every year I ara becoming more 
and more favorably 
impressed 
with 
the value of alsike clover, although we 
have used it for a number of years in 
all of our grass and seed mixtures. 
W e have repeatedly tailed to secure 
a favorable 
stand 
of 
common 
red 
clover, and to our surprise the alsike 
would come along and make a good 
stand and we would 
be 
enabled to 
harvest a very profitable grass crop. 
Many times red clover will not thrive 
for the reason that the soil has 
be­ 
come somewhat acid, 
but the alsike 
will make a very good crop notwith­ 
standing the acid condition of the soil. 
Another valuable characteristic 
of 
alsike clover is the fact that it will 
stay in the soil several years, and if 
permitted it will reseed itself. 
Alsike 
clover grows but little after mowing 
and no second crop can be expect* d 
from it. 
Both in this respect, as well 


js the longer time it requires to ma­ 
ture its maximum crop, alsike clover 
stands after red clover. 
Its great and undeniable advantage, 
on the other hand, lies 
in 
the fact 
that it is more hardy than 
the com­ 
mon red clover and can be 
success­ 
fully 
cultivated on 
moist soils 
and 
land that is flooded at certain 
times 
during the year, on which red clover 
will not grow'. 
If alsike clover seed is mixed with 
pasture grass mixtures, it yields rich 
and certain grazing crops, and when 
cultivated* on arable land red 
clover 
seed should be sowed with the mix­ 
ture with which the field is seeded. 
In this way a great 
advantage 
is 
gained in the fact that the first year j hair? 
after sowing the fodder may be har­ 
vested chiefly 
consisting 
of the red 
clover and in the following years after 
th© red clover begins to 
deterioiate 
the alsike comes in, in its place, 
and 
yields rich and certain crops, together 
with the 
timothy 
and 
other grass 
seeds 
with 
which 
the 
meadow is 
seeded. 
W h ile alsike does not yield as large 
crops to 
the 
acre 
as 
common red 
clover of equal stand, yet it is very 
profitable, and in actual feeding value 
I have found but little difference ton 
for ton when it was being fed to

herd of dairy cows, and 
for feeding 
horses and all kinds of young stock I 
have found it greatly superior. 
The 
time of cutting and curing w ill make 
more real difference than the variety. 
Alsike clover is not considered 
by 
soil experts to be as good a soil im­ 
proving crop as 
common 
red clover 
for 
the reason that
